are the Examples of the lik: and worfe Misfor- 
tunes attending the Sight cf fuch Obje&s. I 
have larely feen, in the Day-time, a Man (if fo 
I may properly call a Wretch who wants every 
Fearvre of the human Face) fed through meny 
of th: principal Streets of this City, who is fuch 
an Obj & as I cannot now think on without 
Horn r, nor defcribe without too rudely thocking 
the Imagination of your Readers. Is fuch a 
Creature fit to be feen by the moft delicate of the 
haman Species, and in Ciscumfances the mott 





much injured Country ; but fufpend thefe ule 
ful Labours for one Week, in behalf of another 
ublick-fpirited Delign. 

“7 is ps that he Complaints fo nfual of 
the prefent Times being woif: than che former, 
are too general co fignify much; and perhaps too 
common, in all Times, to have any Regard piid 
them by wife Meo: but I with tie prefent Wane 
of adue Concern for what relaces to the Publick, 
did not in fome meafure verify the Obfervarion. 
The Occafion of my falling, into thefe RefleCions, 
isthe Mutritude of Beecars in this City, and the 
many Vikanies and Robberies fo trequent at pre- 
fent in all Parts of the Nation ; fome of which 
ae of a Species unknown to former Ages, and 
allcommitted in a Dezree, and with fhocking 
Circum@ances, peculiar to our own Times: Have 
not Letters for fome Time patt been alinoft daily 
fent, to extore Money from People on pain of 
being murdec’d, and their Houfes and Femilies 
burnt ? Have noc thefe Thieats been e€tually put 
in Execution, and that not only ia Places thinly 
inhabited, and remote fron Magiftraces and Ofh- 
cers of Jultice, tut in the moft populous Towns 
aod Cities 2? Ic is but a few Moaths fioce Children 
of feven or eight Years o'd were taken in the 
Faét, of robbing 4 Goldfmith’s Shop ; and fome 
of thirteen or fourteen attempted to wb in the 
Streets by Violence. If fach Things had happen- 
ed amongft theancient Romans, they would have 
thought them Omens of impending Calamities, 
and have decreed Sacrifices and Luttrations to ap- 
peafe the inceofed Deities, and purge the infedted 
City. . 

Till within the ten or twelve Years, London 
was the moft remarkable City in Ewrope for the 
Safery of its Inhabitants, and others who had 
occafion to walk che Streets late at Night; bur 
now, it is not without the greatet Danger, that 
Peifons can be out of theie Houfes after Teo at 
Night. Surely it is neceifary that the Caufes of 
thefe Evils fhould be difcovere!, and efte€&tual 
Remedies be applied. In an Enquiry of this Na- 
ture the vaft Number of Poor, whofe Necelflities 
prompt many of them ro the moft wicked and de- 
fperate Under akiu.gs, come naturally within our 
Confideration : Thefe we fhall place in two Clafles. 
Firft, ‘Thofe who by Age or other [nfiemirics are 
tendeved incapable of Working. Secoadly, Such 
as are able ro work, bur not willing. The Fir 
Sort are really Objels of Charity; and I haidly 
<now a greater Scandal to any People, than thar 
fuch fhould be feea in the Streets begging for Relief : 
Undoubtedly many of them choofe rather to ftrole 
about in this manner, at large, than be confined 
to Hofpitals and other proper Piaces ; but the Que. 
ftion is not what Manner of Life they will choofe, 
but which is really bett for them and the Publick. 
When they are once habired te a fober repular way 
of Living, it will become more agreeable to them- 
felves; and as many of them as are maimed, ond; 
have Diftempers very difagreeable and naufeous, it} 
is abfolutely necc {fary for ‘uch to be kept our of 
Sight: I fay it is abfolurely recet¥a:ry, not only 
as fuch Sights ave very fhocking to every one, 
but many times of the wor ft Confequence ro thofe 
we cannot be coo carcful of —I mean our Wives 
and Pofterity. How common is it for thefe 
Wretches, in order to excite Chasity, to expofe 
fuch diftorted Limbs and filthy Sores, as cannot 
be feea by any one without Pein, end are fe 
quently attended with the worft Confequences to 
Women with Child. I knew a Lady who mif- 
Cartied.of two Children by one of thefe Fellows 


dangerous that can be imagined ? Surely if we 
have any Regard to Humanity, to our own Hep 
pinef-, or the Good and Safety of Pofterity, we 
fhall ficd a Reimedy for this Evil. 

The fecond fort of Poor we have mentioned, are 
fuch as are able to work, but nor willing ; that 
thefe are very tumerous, wents no other Procf 
than the Obfervation of every one; but that 
the Number is ftill confiderably larger than it 
appears, would Le ve y apparent, if all thofe 
who falfely pretend to be of the fii Clafs. viz. 
fuch, who through Age or ether Lofirmicies, 
are rendered uncapable of Wo king, were found 
out: We fhould then foon find the Dumb /peak, 
the Deaf bear, the blind fre, the Lame walk, and 
even the Aged become young: Many Impoftors of 
thefe kinds have been difcovered, and it’s not to 
be doubted but by Care and Vigilance, many 
more might be dete&ed. 

Wher we confider the vaft Number of able 
bodied idle Poor that are fulfered co infeit the 
Nation, and this City in particular, we cannot 
be at a Lofs to account for the many Villanies and 
Robberies fo frequently committed; end if we 
reflz& on their Children, whom they are fuffered 
to bring up in the fame idle, beggarly, thieving 
way in which themfelves have lived, it will ap- 
pear a very growing and threatning Evil, It is 
impoffible co walk the Steers at Night, without 
obferving Heaps of thefe miferable little Crea 
tures of both Sexes, from four or five, ro ren or 
twelve Years of Age, crowded together at Doors 
and other Places, and expofed almoft naked to 
ali Weathers. Ar che Waeter-fide, where Goods 
and Merchandize sre landed, they fwarm; and 
are conflantly employed in ftesling Sugar, To- 
bacco, and other Commodities they can eafily 
hide and catry off What can be expected from 
fuch as thefe,bur thar they will all continue Beg 
gars or Thieves ? Stock che St ects with one, aod 
fupply the Gallows with the othe: ? Thus are 
Multitudes lo ta the Publick, and inttead of 

cing made ufzful and beneficial, become a Bur. 
den and a Calamity. 

That it is poflible to prevent Beggars from ap 
pearing in the St-eets of Lond.m at leafl,I think is 
plain from an Example I fhall bring. In France 
there are more Poor than in England, yet in Paris 
not a Beggar to be feen, at leat there was nor 
about Sixtcen Years fince, when I was there; and 
furely we are capable ~f as good Regulations as 
the French. But we have an Ioftance at home of 
the Poor, in a large Body of People, being fo 
generally maintained or employ’d, that there is nor 
one Beggar amongft them—I mean tir: People 
call’d Quakers, whofe Singulatities we are very 
apt to deride; but that in this they are Sixgwlar, 
is an Honour to them and a Scandal co others. 

Amongit the Quakers (if Iam rightly inform'd) 
no Poor are m.rintained in Idlenefs, that are able to 
work; none fuffer’d to qwant, that ate helplefs ; 
nor no Money niifapplied, that is raifed for the Service 
of the Poor. Excellent Management, and well 
worthy of Imitation ! 

The Methods that feem moft likely to leffen 
the Number of Villanies and Robberies amongft 
us, are, Firft, To oblige the Poor, who are able 
to work, to Induftry. Secondly, To bring up 
their Children to Labour, not to Learning , and as 
much as poffible to invent fuch Punifhmente for 
Criminals, as may reclaim the Offender, if 
the Crime is not Capital; and whether it is or 
not, deter others from the like Pregtices. The 
prefent Methods of Punifhment for the /maller 
Crimes, are generally burning in the Hand, or 










































































But I have known feveral Inftances that they 
committed frefh Fas the very Day they got our 
of Prifon; and have foon been confined again, 
and perhaps hang’d. If we impartially confides 
the Circumftances of thefe Wretches, what berrer 
can we expe&t? They never (I fuppof.) go our 
of Psifon with a Penny of Money ; they are 
known to have been Melefr@ors ; who will exm- 
ploy, or ever selieve Such, or how can they 
fubfit? Would not therefore the keeping thefe 
to hard Labour in fome open Publick Place where 
they might be feen, be more likely to teclaim 
them, and deter others fiom the like Practices 2 
As to the Punifhmene for Capital Offerces; the 
manner of it has fo little Solemnity, and the Cri- 
minals are fuffer’d fo to intoxicace themfelves 
with #rong Liquors, that it many times appests 
more like a Mob - Triamph, than an Exccution : 
But this Subjcét, as well as divers others, bss 
been treated on in fo excellence and moefterly a 
manner in a Pampblet, intitled, An Exgusry into 
the Caufes of the frequent Executions at Tyburn, &c, 
publifh’d im che Year 1725, that-I fhall rather se- 
commend That to the Pe:ufal of the Publick, than 
infitt turcher on what is here fet in fo frong and 
clear a Light. 

I know there are Laws in being for the Repu- 
Istion of che Evils here compleined of ; but tt at 
they are wot effeQual, or nor duly execured, is 
palt all doubt; end [ think it is as much palt 
doubt, that the Legiflature may ena& fuch, and 
fo inforce the due Execution of them, that tote 
general and calamirous Grievances may be ice 
drefs'd. But the moft likely Methods of «feét- 
ing this defirable Work, I. fhall leave to the Cone 
fideration of others of more Leifure and Abilities, 
contenting my felf wath having hinted thefe 
Things at a Time when they never more wanted 
Redrefs; and as the Parliament is now Sitting, the 
Hopes and Expectations of the Nation is raifed, 
to fee effe&tual Means provided ; that fuch Poor 
as, through Age or other Infi: mities, are difabied 
from main:aining themfelves, may be mainrain’d 
by the Publick ; that fuch miferable Obje&s as 
cannot be look’d upon withour Horror, nor feen 
by meny without the urmoft Danger, may be 
confin’d ; that the Children of the Poor may be 
confider’d as the Children of the Publick, and 
brought upto Labour axd Indufiry; and that fuch 
Poor as are able to wo.k, but are found begging, 
may be obliged to work ; and laftly, thar fuch 
Punifhments may be thoughr of for Ciimina!s, as 
may make them vfefal ro the Publick, who have 
not Capitally offended, and deter others from 
committing the I.ke Crimes. 
Gentlemen of all Parties, who wifh well to 
their Country, or indeed to Mankind, will unite 
to promote fo good a Work ; and thar there may 
be no othe, Conrention amongft them for the fu- 
ture, but who may a& moft for rhe Publick Good, 
is the hearty Defire of every tue Lover of he 
Country.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 


Conftantinople, Dec. 6. 
HE new Sultan, who was expedted to 
revenge the Depofition of bis Father 
Sultan Mu@apha II. and che Indignities offered 
him in Confequence thereof, upon the laft depo- 
fed Sultan Achmet III. and his Creatures, is fo 
far from it, that he employs chem in his Service, ¥ 
or continues them in the Places they enjoy'd w ; 
der the late Reign; which has gained him ¢ 
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Affeétions of his Subdje&s, fo much Goodnefs and 
Moderation attraéting the Love and Admiation 
of the Publick, who juftly apprehended a Scene 
ot Blood and Vengeance. Thefe healing Senti- 
ments are attribured in a great Meafure to the 
Influence of the new Mufti, who has the Cha- 
raéter of a Man of fingular Meekrefs and Good- 
Narure. We are aflured, that Sultan Achmet 
has the Old Seraglio for his Prifon, where he is 
frequently vifited by the prefent Sultan, and ad- 
vifed with upon the molt important Affairs of 
the Government, the late Grand Vizier and his 
Collegues in the Adminittration having fecreted 
or deftroy’d molt of the Records of the Empire ; 
fo thac Men are fometimes at a Lofs how to pro- 
ceed. Some Days ago, amean Man, who tho 
poor, is neverthelefs reckon d a Perfon ot excel: 
lent Parts, and great Experience in the Military 
Art, was made Lieutenant to the Aga of the Ja- 
nifaries ; and in Regard he has notified his Ad- 
vancement to moft of the Foreign Minifters, fome 
of them have fent him confiderab'e Prefents, and 
the Sul:ana-Mother has prefented him with three 
rich Turbans, feveral Caftans, and two Gold 
Purfes, co enable him to appear with a Grandeur 
fuitable ro his Poft. 

Venice, Feb. 3. We have received Letters from 
Conftantinople of the 34 of December, giving a 
particular Account of the Quelling of the new In 
furreftion of thofe that depofe) the late Sultan ; 
the Extraét whe.eof is as tollows. ‘* The new 
* Grand Seignior having in vain endeavoured to 
“ fix bh mfelf upon the Throne by promoting the 
* Three principal Reng-leaders of the Infurrec- 
* tion, he took Occafion to mention it to the 
“ new Cham of Tartary, who is fill here. The 
“ Cham advifed him to fend for the Effendi 
“ Tachman (a Man of great Parts, tho’ little 
** Intereft) and bid him contrive fome effe&us! 
“ Metho?. The Effendi being come, he told the 
* Grand Seignior, that he muft give out fome 
* pretended bad News from Babylon, and fum- 
* mon the great Divan upon it; that he muft 
* invi e the Heads and Officers of the Mutiree:s 
“ to affift at it, and firft difpatch them in the 
** Scraglio, and afterwards their Followers in 
“ the City; and that in order hereunto, he 
** muft fend for Gianun Coggia to come ove 
fiom Scuiati with a good Number of Volun 
* tee:s, and make him CaptaineBafhaw; and 
“ alfo fend for the Bathaw Abdala Kiuperli, 
“ who is a brave General, from Nizza. Thefe 
“ Perfons being arrived, the Divan was fum 
** mond for the 25th of November. The Grand 
* Seignior communicated the Secret to the Prime 
“ Vizir the Night before, and ordered him to get 
* the Janizaries well arm’d and in readinefs a- 
“ gainft the next Morning. The fame Night 
** alfo, the Captain-Bafhaw came privately into 
** the Seraglio, with Three Hundred of his Vo 
“ lunteers, whom he diftributed into the Apatt- 
_ “ ments below Stairs and behind the Hall in 
** which the Ambaffadois ere received, with 
** Orders to fall on upon a certain Signal. The 
** Minifters ot the Porte and the Heads and 
“* Officers of the Maleconrents being met in 
the Seraglio on Saturday Morning, 29 of 
“ the latter were admitted up Stairs, while che 
a reft ftaid below in che three Court Yards, the 
‘ three Gates of which were fhur, and the 
Bridge drawn up, under pretence of keep. 
~ the great Divan more quiet. Then the 
7 Sultan mounted his Throne, and being feared 
“ upon the fame, he rofe up again, and drew 
< his Sabre our of his Scabbard; whereupon 
- Gianun Coggia immediately difpatched the 
- Aga of the Janizaries who flood by him, while 
ws the Prime Vizir flew the Kiaja. Then the 
bo Volunteers rufh'd in, and cut in pieces the 29 
. Chiefs in the Hall. This done, Gianun Cog- 
, Bia a into a Balcony, and made the Signal 
os 2BTeES Upon ; and immediately the Volunteers 
pe — out, and cut in pieces all the other OFf- 
je — who were in the Court Yards. Afterwards 
pe Prime Vizir, thé Captain Bafhaw, and 
S; Abdala Kiuperli, which lat was already nos 
ag minated Aga of the Janizaries, march’d out 
- of the Seraglio, with them and the Volun- 
<, feet in three Divifions, and fell at once upon 
~ all the Mutineers, among whom they made 
“>. moft dreadful Slaughter for three Days fuc- 
a Ceflively ; fo that the Seraglio and the Streets 
. . Conftantinople are full of dead Bodies : But 
a OF this means Peace is reftored, the Shops are 

open again, and the People feem to take great 
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€ Pleeafure in the Juflice of the Grand Seignior.” 
Thefe Letters add, that the Military Preparations 
both by Sea and Land y“tre fufpende:! ; that the 
Effendi Muftapha was not yet fet out for Vienna ; 
and that the Count de Bonneval having fent a 
Meffenger to Conftantinople, to intieat the Grand 
Seignor to permit him to go thither from Bofnia, 
his Petition wes not only rejefted, but his Mufful- 
manfhip was treated like a Pickpocker. 

Parma, Yan. 26. The Corpfe of our late 
Duke having been «xpofed 24 Hours in the Pa- 
nifh Church of S. Paul, it was carry’d thence 
in a Coach drawn by 6 Horfes, furiounded by 
a Detachment of the Horfe Guards, and ten 
Footmen with lighted Flambeaux in their Hands, 
to the Capuchins Church, and depofited in the 
Ducal Vault there.
